Although the city’s Advisory 
Planning Board (APB) recom- 
mended against a petition by 
residents of the Lawrence Apart- 
ments for lead sidewalks from 
their buildings to the street, the 
Greenbelt City Council, at its 
September 22 meeting, found a 
compromise position. Instead of 
the eight lead walks requested, 
besides another sidewalk next to 
and paralleling the curb, only 
three lead sidewalks, in a design 
sketch proposed by city staff, 
were approved. 

The Lawrence Apartments are 
the two original Greenbelt build- 
ings on Crescent Road between 
Southway and the pedestrian un- 
derpass near the library. In June 
one of the residents, Cherryln A. 
Hinostroza, on behalf of the 
other tenants, had petitioned 
council for construction of the 
sidewalks to alleviate slippery 
conditions occurring after a rain. 

She had hersclf fallen: twice, 
her letter said, while crossing the 
muddy and grassy swale betwcen 
the building and her parked car. 
She was concerned especially for 
handicapped and clderly resi- 
dents, as well as those with 
young children who also lived in 
the buildings. Although a con- 
crete walkway passcd in front of

the buildings, only a crosswalk 
between the two buildings and 
one near Southway currently con- 
nect the buildings with the street.

He had been tm- 
pressed, he said, by photographs 
presented by Hinostroza. that 
showed the area. submerged after 
any normal rainfall. 

Councilmember Judith Davis 
wondered, however, how the side- 
walks could cross the swale.

asked. “How would run-offs be 
handled?"

McLaughlin said that piping 
would have to be incorporated 
into the design in some way to 
allow the water to drain off.

Within the science subjects, biol- 
ogy and science theory are most 
enjoyable to Tavel.

All GHI Board members were 
present at the Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. Board of Directors meeting 
on September 18. There were 
discussions about installing gas 
heating experimentally in one 
GHI unit, the achievements and 
outlook of the Community Beau- 
tification program and a first draft 
of the Newsletter Committee 
charge, along with the question of 
whether the newsletter should in- 
clude letters-to-the-editor. Policy 
on methods and responsibility for 
siding cleaning were also dis- 
cussed, as well as a possible 
foundation to honor and carry on 
the work of community activists, 
and reports from the Ad Hoc His- 
toric District and Labor Day 
Committees. 

Alternate Heating Systems 

GHI Director of Technical Ser- 
vices Jay Freedman presented an 
offer from Washington Gas to in- 
stall gas heating in one GHI unit 
as a free trial. The unit selected 
for the experiment would have to 
be situated near existing gas 
lines. Freedman reported that 
Washington Gas does not require 
a commitment of all GHI houses 
to start with, but would be will- 
ing to install gas lines and meters 
if GHI will commit 600 units as 
gas heat customers. 

Washington Gas submitted fig- 
ures predicting that annual heat- 
ing bills would be reduced by 
more than half, from an average 
of $875.00 with the current elec- 
tric resistance heat, to a projected 
$417 per year with gas heat. 
Washington Gas based these esti- 
mates on current heating bills and 
predictions of how much gas GHI 
units would use. 

Many serious concerns about 
the ramifications of such a major 
rehabilitation project were ex- 
pressed by the directors. Director 
John Taylor asked how deep into 
the ground the gas pipelines 
would need to be installed, in 
comparison with the. very messy 
sewer replacement work. Freed- 
man replied that laying the gas 
pipelines would be less disruptive 
than the sewer work, but that 
some disruption would still be 


expected. 
GHI member Bonnie Brant 
and former. director Nat 


Shinderman questioned whether 
the gas heating would be in keep- 
ing with historic preservation 
standards, in light of plans to ob- 
tain Historic , District status for 
GHI, while Director Chuck Hess 
asserted that the installation 
would most definitely conflict 
with the historic character of 
GHI. When Brant later asked if 
gas installation would enable 
members to have gas stoves, and 
Freedman answered yes, random 
shouts of “Sold!” arose from 
some people attending the meet- 
ing. 

Director Steven Harper sug- 
gested that in addition to any test 
unit trying gas heat, there should 
be “placebo” houses to compare 
efficiency, and Director Alan 
Turnbull pointed out that if one 
style of gas heat delivery is 
tested, then all three methods pro- 
posed by Washington Gas should 
be tested, in order to reveal the 
comparison between them. 

Director Betty Deitch warned 
that a great many GHI members 
would strongly oppose tearing up 
of the houses for any rehab 
project whatsoever. 

Freedman estimated that the 
cost Of converting the equipment 


to gas heat in each house would 
be in the ballpark of $10,000. 

Community Beautification 

Program 

Director of Physical Plant Op- 
eration Eldon Ralph and Commu- 
nity Beautification Coordinator 
Phillip Rondeau submitted a re- 
port showing that the program 
has garnered more results this 
year than it did last year. To en- 
sure consistency, all the yard in- 
spections this year were done by 
only two staff members, resulting 
in 1007-citations, 77% percent of 
which were brought into compli- 
ance after the initial inspection. 
These figures compared to 558 
citations in 1996, with 72% com- 
pliance in that year. 

Ralph said it is preferable to 
encourage members themselves to 
bring the yards into compliance 
rather than to have GHI’s Fee For 
Service (FFS) do the work right 
away, because the department 
does not have sufficient time or 
staff to bear the workload in 
April, May and June. He also 
reported plans to achieve better 
year-round compliance in the fu- 
ture with a better answering ma- 
chine to accept member inquiries 
and complaints, increased public- 
ity for the beautification program, 
and workshops to train mainte- 
nance staff to spot violations dur- 
ing the performance of routine 
maintenance work. 

A barrage of comments about 
specific violations then ensued 
from the directors and others at- 
tending the meeting. Harper, 
Turnbull,. member Sue Krofchik 
and Audit Committee member 
Kathy Weber said that what 
should be cited were the ‘really 
messy yards instead of the good 


ones with the occasional bald 


spot in the grass; trees with dead 
branches that were supposed to 
have been taken care of three 
years ago; “wild over-growth”; 
chronic non-mowing; plantings 
too close to sidewalks; ugly 
sheds; and stuff from the house 
being stored in yards. 

Turnbull then praised the staff, 
explaining that as the program is 
better run each year, expectations 
of the directors have been raised, 
and that they want even more 
compliance with GHI beautifica- 
tion standards. In this sense the 
constructive criticisms leveled at 
the program should be taken as 
compliments to its increased ef- 
fectiveness. Taylor also com- 
mended the great improvement in 
swales throughout GHI. 

In response to a question from 
Hess, Rondeau acknowledged that 
there are still repeat offenders but 
that this problem will be ad- 
dressed by new higher standards, 
having Fee For Service do the 
work, and year-round inspections. 

Deitch asked if those members 
who had been issued bills for 


work done by FFS had accepted . 


them gracefully, and Rondeau an- 
swered that they were almost all 
very understanding. Harper asked 
if a contractor couldn’t be hired 
to keep up with the mowing ne- 
glected’ by members,: and Ralph 
said that none have been inter- 
ested because of the amount of 
work and pay, and the potential 
of workers finding themselves in 
contentious situations. Turnbull 
suggested that FFS fees should be 
high enough to encourage mem- 
bers to arrange for their own 
lawn-mowing service, rather than 
regularly relying on FFS. 
Shinderman said he was no 
longer able to work in the yard 
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himself, so he called GIVES, and 
a volunteer was there within 24 
hours. 

Newsletter Committee Charge 

President Keith Jahoda read 
the proposed committee charge 
which had been prepared by Di- 
rector Julia Eichhorst, Harper and 
Shinderman. This gave rise to a 
discussion about whether the 
newsletter should be a mode of 
communication from just the 
board and committees to the 
members, or also from manage- 
ment and staff, or if members 
should also have input into the 
newsletter. 

Turnbull said that member let- 
ters to the editor would provide 
one more way in which the board 
can hear member concerns and 
also make the newsletter more in- 
teresting and readable. Harper 
said that accepting member letters 
would present the dilemma of se- 
lecting which letters to print, and 
thus possible accusations of cen- 
sorship or favoritism. He felt that 
the appropriate place for member 
complaints is at board and annual 
meetings. Shinderman said the 
newsletter is meant to speak to 
the members from the board and 
committees, rather than vice- 
versa, and Newsletter Editor Sue 
Krofchik said the newsletter does 
not want to editorialize. 

Siding Cleaning Policy 

Ralph outlined details of a 
contract that would clean the sid- 
ing on seven houses in a seven- 
hour day, using high-powered 
tools at a cost of $85.00 per 
house, plus an addition of 180 
gallons of water to the member’s 
water bill. Taylor then r 
that he had washed the ities 
his own house using a pail a a 
scrub brush, followed by a quick 
rinse from the garden hose, at a 
much lower cost and using much 
less water. 

Jahoda and Turnbull called for 
clarification of who owns and is 
responsible for the siding: the 
member or the cooperative. Gen- 
eral Manager Gretchen Overdurff 
explained that currently GHI is 
understood to be responsible for 
repair and maintenance of the sid- 
ing, while the member is respon- 


sible for cleaning. Hess, Turnbull. | 


and. Shinderman argued in favor 
of GHI responsibility for siding 
cleaning, citing the fact that the 
cooperative could negotiate a bet- 


"ter price than could. individual 


members and also ensure that 
cleaning is done properly and fre- 
quently enough. Director Susan 
Ready and Harper argued that the 
cost of cleaning the siding should 
be paid for by those members 
who have it. 

Foundation to Honor 

Community Activists 

Turnbull introduced a proposal 
to establish a foundation that 
would seek to carry on the work 
of Greenbelt’s community activ- 
ists. He asked if there was a gen- 
eral consensus on the Board that 
this was a worthy project, to have 
a “‘Community Chest’ to make 
exciting things happen in a city 
that deserves them.” 

Taylor and Shinderman ex- 
pressed concerns that such a foun- 
dation would be very complicated 
legally and logistically. Director 
Dorothy Lauber reported that the 
City of Greenbelt. had made at- 
tempts to start a “Greenbelt Foun- 
dation” in 1966 and again in 1988, 
at which time only Al Herling re- 
sponded to repeated advertisements 
placed in this newspaper by the 
Greenbelt city clerk. 
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It’s the Law: BuckleUp—tTurn on Lights 


As of October 1, Maryland 
state and local police may 
ticket drivers and passengers of 
vehicles for not wearing a seat 
belt, without any other viola- 
tion, as a “primary enforce- 
ment” violation. The new 
wiper/headlight law, a second- 
ary violation, also took effect 
October 1. Drivers must now 
turn on their headlights during 
inclement weather whenever 
they turn on their windshield 
wipers 

The fine for violating both 
the safety belt and wiper/head- 
light law is $25. Information 
about the new laws is available 
by calling the Maryland Com-

(410) 787-5893 and the Motor 
Vehicle Administration at (410) 
768-7386. 

Maryland’s first safety belt 
law was enacted as a secondary 
enforcement statute in July 
1986. Safety advocates, along 
with Senator Ida Ruben and 
Delegate Joanne Benson, have 
long advocated for a primary 
enforcement law, which was 
passed by the Maryland Legis- 
lature this spring. Governor 
Parris Glendening signed the 
bill into law on May 8. He 
signed the new wiper/headlight 
law May 29. 

To help educate drivers 
about the new safety belt law, 
the Governor unveiled an out- 
reach campaign entitled “To- 
gether, we’re making sure it 
clicks in Maryland.” 

“As parents, grandparents 
and caregivers each of us needs 
to lead by example and buckle 
up,” said Governor Glendening. 
“Maryland has one of the best 
child passenger safety laws in 
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the country. But, unless we set 
the example for our children to 
follow, we cannot expect them 
to form this lifesaving habit.”

A suspect has been identified 
and charged in the March 10

the dark hand gun was wearing. 


glasses. 

Another armed robbery oc- 
curred the same evening in the 
7900 block of Mandan Road.

A small, but dedicated, group 
of parents participated in a Prince 
George’s County Board of Educa- 
tion hearing on September 24 at 
Eleanor Roosevelt. This hearing 
was one of three meetings in vari- 
ous sections of the county called 
by Board of Education Supennten- 
dent Dr. Jerome Clark to seek 
early input to the school systems’ 
1998-99 budget process. Dr. Clark 
was not present at the meeting 
which was chaired by Louise 
Waynant, deputy superintendent 
and James W. Beall, chief divi- 
sional administrator, Budget, Fi- 
nance and Management. Both Dr. 
Gerald Boarman, chief educational 
administrator of the ERHS cluster 
of schools, and Dean Michael 
Reidy, ERHS, were in the audi- 
ence. 

There were approximately a 
dozen speakers with four of them 
representing ERHS parents and or- 
ganizations. In addition, there 
were parents presenting testimony 
from schools in. Laurel and 
Calverton, among other locales. 
No other Greenbelt area schools 
were represented. Roosevelt was 
represented by the Parent, Teach- 
ers, and Student Association 
(PTSA), its Political Action Com- 
mittee, as well as by individual 
parents. 

Nancy Boardman, Chair, ERHS 
PTSA Political Action Committee, 
reminded the Board of Education 
that the committee had spoken last 
year before the Board of Educa- 
tion, the School Board, the county 
executive, and the county council. 
The same four major needs ad- 
dressed last year are still pertinent 
issues. The issues are: 

1. Significant salary increases 
for teachers this year are needed. 
There has been no cost of living 
increase-since 1995 and budgeting 
$20 million for raises this year is 
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Board of Education Hears 
ERHS Deserves Better 


a top priority. 

2. ERHS teaching staff contin- 
ues to be overworked. Roosevelt 
teachers are responsible for six 
classes a day where teachers at 
other schools are responsible for 
five classes. To remedy this, 
ERHS needs another 23 teaching 
positions, but Boardman asked for 
a minimum of five for the current 
school year. 

3. The final increment of fund- 
ing for the Comprehensive School 
Initiative needs to be fully funded. 
Two-thirds of ERHS students are 
in the comprehensive program and 
all students take some comprehen- 
sive courses; so this funding af- 
fects all students. 

4. There will be a new Sci- 
ence and Technology school in the 
county, and the ERHS parents 
want to be assured that both Oxen 
Hill and ERHS have the same 
state-of-the-art programs and 
equipment as the new school. 

Boardman mentioned an addi- 
tional area that she has a personal 
interest in - character education. 
She recommended that the Board 
of Education investigate a program 
in character education in the 
county schools. 

Luong Vinh The, PISA mem- 
ber and parent, also spoke reiterat- 
ing the four topics that Boardman 
had emphasized. Timothy 
Tilghman, an ERHS parent, was 
the final speaker of the night. In 
addition to topics already dis- 
cussed, Tilghman recounted stories 
of students with no lockers, classes 
in temporary buildings, and stu- 
dents eating lunch shortly after 
breakfast or late in the afternoon 
because the cafeteria cannot ac- 
commodate the student population. 

Tilghman stressed that ERHS 
deserves to be treated better in the 
budget because it gives the county 
a good return on its investment. 
One quarter of scholarship dollars 
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earned by the county’s class of 
1997 were earned by Roosevelt 
students. ERHS SAT scores were 
the highest in the county, well 
above the county and national av- 
erages. Countering a possible ob- 
jection that too much money can- 
not be dedicated to a District 2 
school, Tilghman indicated that 60 
percent of students come from be- 
yond the District 2 boundaries. 
“Rather than take a buck away 
from Roosevelt, why not make the 
rest of our schools look like 
Roosevelt,” he concluded.

The first of two berms 
was completed using dirt that 
had been excavated earlier from 
the site. Stone check-dams in 
the stream feeding the lake 
were completed. This will slow 
erosion and allow silt to settle 
out of the water before it enters 
the lake. 

Brush and ivy were cleared 
from the path between 4 and 6 
courts of Ridge Road. Bumper 
curbs were reinstalled in the 
Co-op parking lot. Potholes 
were repaired around the city. 


A Greenbelt Gardener

The mild weather of September 
and early October makes this one 
of the finest times of the year to 
be outside and in the garden. The 
sense that all- the delight of the 
summer garden will soon be swept 
away makes this time of year all 
the more poignant. The first frost 
will come within weeks and kill 
all the annual plants. So enjoy the 
garden while it still looks some- 
what like it did during the sum- 
mer. 

The cooler days may bring 
some plants into a last flush of 
produce, enough to harvest for 
awhile yet. Annual flowers will 
continue blooming till frost kills 
them and some will look good 
right up until the end. 

The amount of rainfall is still 
running below average despite the 
recent rainy days. So keep an eye 
on plants that dry out quickly, 
such as potted plants or those 
planted in dry and hot spots. Wa- 
ter regularly those plants planted 
during the last year that will be a 
permanent fixture to the yard. 
Many trees and shrubs can stand a 
lot of dryness, but all plants need 
extra care when they are young. 

Overall this past growing sea- 
son had some good points to it, 
especially overall low humidity 
and few hot spells. There seemed 
to be less tomato diseases affecting 
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some local gardens, for example, 
and some flowers bloomed longer 
than usual. In my garden phlox 
and black-eyed-susans are still in 
bloom this late in the season. 

The real drawback of this year 
was the drought. This meant de- 
creased production of both veg- 
etables and flowers. Also more 
watering than usual had to be 
done. Well, every year is different 
and it is interesting to see how 
plants respond. For example, 
plants that did well in this years’ 
drought conditions are good candi- 
dates for a low maintenance gar- 
den any year. House plants that 
spent the summer outside should 
be brought inside during the next 
weeks. These warmth loving plants 
do not like the cool nights. Do a 
little preventive maintenance by 
checking for insects before bring- 
ing them inside. Check leaves for 
bugs, wipe off dirt, and remove 
weeds and debris. To get rid of 
bugs in the soil I briefly submerge 
the pot in a bucket of clean warm 
water (about ten minutes) to above 
the soil line. The bugs will crawl 
out to the surface of the pot and 
lower leaves and stems. When the 
pot is lifted out of the water 
quickly pick off the bugs before 
they have a chance to craw) back 
in the pot. I seldom find more 
than the occasional ant, slug or 
mealy bug crawling out of the pot.
